“The great field in which educators 
work as mediators is- in the great field

“Today we try to put into our public 
schools a phase of nature. It brings the 
child into touch with God’s created be- 
ings, hence develops a thought of the 
father. 

“In the study on man the question is, 
‘What shall be taught, and how?’ How 
best divide the great number of studies 
to develop the mind of man. The im- 
portance of the teacher has as much to 
do with development as the . works 
taught. The teacher should bé one who 
will impress even beyond the text book 
routine, 

“In God's field the Christian preacher 
has a mission. Every preacher should 
be a revivalist, and in every sermon he 
should urge man _ to accept the tmith, 
and at once. The true preacher does 
work which reaches into the future. He 
is in this respect a teacher, and the fu- 
ture will show the results of his work. 
There is no limit to the work a man 
may do as a teacher. 

“Science, literature, language, philos-

Supreme Court Decides Indictment of Cam- 
den Murderer was Valid. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1, 1895. 
August Bergmann, convicted of murder 
in Camden county, N. J., and sentenced 
to death therefor, must die. 

So decided the supreme court of the 
United States today in an opinion read 
by Mr. Justice Harlan in the matter of 
his appeal from judgment of the United 
States circuit court for New Jersey re- 
fusing to issue a writ of habeas corpus 


for his release. 

Bergmann’s attorneys alleged that he 
was tried under a form of indictment 
that was repugnant to the federal con- 
stitution, in that it deprived him of his 
life without due process of law.

Mr. Hawley is the state boiler inspec- 
tor, but he had never examined this par- 
ticular one, for the reason that it was 
examined by the insurance company, 
and over boilers so insured he had no 
jurisdiction. He set to work on an ex- 
amination of the premises, and his re- 
port will come later. 

He said that the general features of 
the accident resembled that of a boiler 
explosion at Webster a few days ago, 
where, while the inspection of the boil- 
er was in progress, the inspectors had 
shut off all the valves, so that when the 
fires were again lighted there was a dif- 
ficulty about introducing water.

NAPOLEON'S INSUBORDINATION. 


He Contemptuou Swept Aside the Plans 
of the Directory. 
(Prof. Sloane, in April Century.) 

When the news of the successes in 
Piedmont reached Paris, public festi- 
vals were decreed and celebrated; but 
the democratic spirit of the directors 
could brook neither the contemptuous 
disregard of their plan which Bona- 
parte had shown, nor his arrogant as- 
sumption of diplomatic plenipotence. 
Knowing how thoroughly their doctrine 
had permeated Piedmont, they had in- 
tended to make a republic. It was ex- 
asperating, therefore, that through Bo- 
naparte’s meddling they found them- 
selves. still compelled to negotiate 
peace with a monarchy. The treaty 
with the king of Sardinia was finally 
signed by them on May 15; but they 
had previously determined to clip the 
wings of their dangerous falcon by as- 
signing Kellermann to share with Bo- 
naparte the command of the conquer- 
ing army, and by confirming Salicetti 
as their diplomatic plenipotentiary to 
accompany it. 

This news reached their general at 
Lodi on the eve of his triumphal entry 
into Milan. ‘‘As things are now,” he 
promptly replied to the directory, “‘you 
must have a general who possesses 


your confidence. If I must refer every 
step to government commissioners, if 
they have the right to change my 
movements, to withdraw or send 
troops, expect nothing good hereafter.” 
T) Carnot he wrote at the same time: 
“TI believe one bad general to be worth 
two good ones. * * * War is like gov- 
ernment a matter of tact. * * * I do 
not wish to be hampered. I have only 
pegun with some glory; I wish to coh- 
tinue worthy of you.” Aware, proba- 
bly, that his own republican virtue 
could not long withstand the tempta- 
tions opening before him, he began 
the latter missive, as if to excuse him- 
self and anticipate possible accusa- 
tions: “I swear I have nothing in view 
but the country. You will always find 
me on the straight road. I owe to the 
republic the sacrifice of all my own 
notions. If people seek to set me wrong 
in your esteem, my answer is in my 
heart and in my conscience.” It.is, of 
course, needless to add that the direc- 
tory yielded, not only as to the unity 
of command, but also in the fatal and 
vital matter of intrusting all diplomat- 
ic negotiations to his hands. 

In taking this last step the executive 
virtually surrendered its: identity. Such, 
however, was the exultation of the 
Parisian populace and of ‘the soldiery, 
that the degradation or even the force

“Here are at once stage properties and 
lumber rooms, rag shops and museums. 
The study of the master of the house 
is a Gothic hall of chivalry, with cuir- 
asses, shields and crusading banners 
on the walls; or the shop of an oriental 
bazaar, with Kurd carpets, Bedouin 
chests, Circassian narghilehs and In- 
dian lacquered caskets. By the mirror 
on the mantlepiece are fierce or funny 
Japanese masks. Between the windows 
are staring trophies. * * * * Day- 
light filters in through painted glass, 
where lean saints kneel in rapture. In 
the drawing room the walls are either 
hung with worm-eaten Gobelin tapestry, 
discolored by the sun of two centuries 
(or it may be by a deftly mixed chemi- 
cal bath), or covered with Morris dra- 
peries, on which strange birds flit among 
crazily ramping branches, and blowzy 
flowers coquet with vain butterflies. 

“The boudoir of the mistress of the 
house partakes of the nature of a cha- 
pel and of a harem. The toilet table 
is designed and decorated like an altar, 
a prie dieu is a pledge for the piety 
of the inmate, and a broad divan, with 
an orgiastic abandon about the cush- 
ions, gives reassurance that things are 
not so bad. In the dining room the 
walls are hung with the whole stock 
in trade of a porcelain shop; costly sil- 
ver is displayed in an old farmhouse 
dresser, and on the table bloom aristo- 
cratic orchids, and proud silver vessels 
shine between rustic stoneware plates 
and ewers.”’ 

In justice to the author, it must be 
said that he is not attacking volun- 
tarily that desire for artistic beauty 
which would judiciously blend articles 
of vertu from all over the world, but 
rather the lack of unity of design and 
the absence of harmony too often ex- 
pressed in their arrangement. 


Next he attacks popular literature: 
“The books in which the public finds its 
delight or edification diffuse a curious 
perfume, yielding distinguishable odors 
of incense, eau de Lubin and refuse, 
one or the other predominating alter- 
nately. Mere sewage exhalations are 
played out. The filth of Zola’s art and 
of his disciples in literary canal dredg- 
ing has been got over, the vanguard of 
civilization holds its nose at the pit of 
undiluted naturalism and can only be 
brought to bend over it with sym- 
pathy and curiosity when, by cunning 
engineering, a drain from the boudoir 
and the sacristy has been turned into 
it. Mere sensuality passes as'common- 
place, and only finds admission when 
disguised as something unnatural and 
degenerate. The book that would be 
fashionable must, above all, be obscure. 
The intelligible is cheap goods for the 
million only. It must further discourse 


tained an incomparably mightier 
tractive force over the great fools’ fair 
of the present time than all his fellow- 
competitors.” : iy 

Further on we learn that Wagner is 
charged with ‘‘a greater abundance of 
degeneration than all the degenerates 
put together with whom we have hith- 
erto become acquainted,” and that “the 
lovers in his pleces behave like tom 
cats gone mad.”

It would be to little purpose to fol- 
low Herr Nordau through the rest of 
this volume, The extended treatment 
of Ibsen, of Nietzsche and of Zola runs 
along the same lines of thought and 
discusses in trenchant and cutting, if 
somewhat abusive, style, these and 
other writers who have a strong hold 
upon a large part of the cultivated 
people of Europe and America. 

Agree with Nordau most people cer- 
tainly will not, at least not at first; but 
admire the learning, the courage, the 
force and the originality of the man 
they certainly must. His ‘use of compli- 
cated and biting epithets is often over- 
done, and this work will arouse bitter 
enemies for itself and its author: but 
the latter is to be thanked for a clear 
and striking presentation of a fresh, 
deeply learned and scientific point of 
view. He has made mistakes, and 
probably no one will be ready to accept 
his book in toto; and while few will 
doubt his conscientiousness and _ his 
sympathy, few also will sustain him in 
his wholesale attack upon the art and 
literature of the day. Enthusiasts, fad- 
dists and literateurs will find little that 
will appeal to them in this book; nor 
will the general reader think Herr Nor- 
dau much better than the ‘mental 
cripples” and ‘‘nebulous and amorphous 
thinkers’’ of whom he treats. 

The man of cool judgment who can 
take this book for the good that is in it; 
who can appreciate, without subscrib- 
ing to the novel standpoint: who is 
willing to gain additional material for 
the formation of a fine opinion, who can 
make allowances for intolerance, and 
who can take into consideration the 
hard-headed, methodical, unimagina- 
tive character of the writer and of the 
(laboratory) treatment without on that 
account despising the book—such a 
man, and no other, will be benefited by 
a study of ‘‘Degeneration.” 

The prophecy for the coming century 
is at least encouraging. The degenerates 
will die out and the healthy will pre- 
vail, humanity being sturdy enough to 


stand without extinction the hysteria- 


and ego-mania of the cultivated circles 
of present day society. People will re- 
cover from their present fatigue; the 
strong will adapt themselves to the ac- 
quisitions of civilization and the result- 
ing complicated life, and the aberra- 
tions of art have no future. 

In spite of numerous blunders, in 
spite of too great readiness to ascribe 
degeneracy to all members of a society 
which admires and can find good in 
certain interpreters of the meaning of 
life, and in spite of constant one-sided- 
ness of view, ‘‘Degeneration” is valuable 
as showing a new point of view, a new 
phase of thought, which may modify, 
but not shape, the final estimate of the 
men with whom it deals. The transla- 
tion is admirable, and the lack of an 
index, we are told, will be remedied in 
later editions. (‘‘Degeneration.’’

For woollen hose a large-eyed needle 
will be required, in order to thread the 
worsted easily, and the extra size will 
not matter, as it can be easily pushed 
through the soft wool. For cotton 
darning a long, slim needle will be 
found more convenient, as cotton will 
not penetrate so easily. It is often 
found necessary in darning large holes 
to draw the stocking ‘into its natural 
shape by a few “‘criscross’’ stitches 
taken with some bright colored yarn 
from one side of the hole to the 
other. If this .is not done when the 
darner is inserted it will be likely to 
stretch the edges around the hole and 
increase its apparent size, which will 
eause the darn to present a bulgy ap- 
pearance. In fine darning these stitches 
may be pulled out after the work is 
finished, and in this case there should be 
taken with the bright-colored thread to 
make them distinct from the yarn. 

In putting in the foundation of a darn 
use for woollen hose a double and for 
cotton hose a single thread. It is chiefly 
important here to draw the threads 
evenly, that is, of even tightness, as the 
length may vary with the worn condition 
of the stocking near the darn. Care 
should algo be exercised that from what- 
ever side the stitches begin they reach 
exactly opposite, and are set at equal 
distances apart. 

It is by careful attention to the little 
details that smooth, neat darning is ac- 
complished. If the foundation js care- 
fully done the work may be easily com- 
pleted, since this consists only in cross- 
ing the stitches already made with oth- 
ers in an exactly opposite direction, 
forming a lattice work by taking the 
needle under the first thread and over 
the next, reversing the process each time 


, &cross. 


In the course of washing and drying. 
cotton hose especially are apt to get 
quite out of eeepe. and these must be 
carefully pulled back into shape again 
before commencing to darn them. 

Do not trim the worn edges about the 
hole to be darned, as this makes a 
smooth line between the stocking proper 
and the darn, the size of which is thus 
greatly increased. Of course the finer 
the stocking to be mended, the finer 
should be the darning material, and the 
smaller the needle. 

It is well to say to the beginner, try 
to bring your work to that state of per- 
fection that renders it delightful, for 
ou will never be ashamed of the abil- 


ty to darn your own stocking in such 
a manner that you will not be afraid 
of “putting your foot in it.” It is in- 


variably true that we all enjoy doing 
what we can do well, and it is only by 
doing one’s best that a fair degree of 
excellence is attained, and the ‘work 
thus made agreeable, and unless one’s 
purse is very long and correspondingly 
wide it will not always be possible to 
dispense with darning in its various 
forms.

The 
armistice between Japan and China 
suggests a peace, which may possibly 
eall for much silver for the purchase of 
peace and much more for the internal 
development of those countries when 
peace shall have been restored.

curities. The Economist is of opinion 
that the most of the South American 
securities are held in Europe, which it 
says is not true of United States se- 
curities. Of the decline of £66,800,000 in 
North American securities, £32,575,000 is 
in United States railway shares, £17,475,- 
000 in United States railway bonds, and 
£16,750,000 in Canadian railway securities. 

The grand total decline of all securities 
is £125,345,000,, say $616,725,000. The Econ- 
omist remarks particulorly upon Brit- 
ish loss in Canadian railway securities. 
It says: 

“The Dominion has been, indeed, the 
grave for a huge amount of our capital, 
and that for more than one reason. So 
far as railways are concerned, the natu- 
ral conditions in Canada are opposed to 
success, owing to the climate, the spar- 
sity of population, and the competition 
to which the leading companies are sub- 
jected by the American lines. Moreover 
—and this is not pleasant to say—the Ca- 
nadians have not been over scrupulous 
in their dealings with the mother coun- 
try. A number of ‘wildcat’ railway 
schemes have been exploited at our ex- 
pense, while in some cases investors have 
suffered from the fact that the undertak- 
ings in which they have placed their 
eapital were regarded as aliens, entitled 
neither to consideration nor fair man- 
agement.’’ 

The Economist particularizes losses 
in railway shares thus: Atchison, £1;- 
620,000; Illinois Central, £3,000,000; Louis- 
ville &.Nashville, £2,570,000; New York 
Central, £2,680,000;. Erie. £3,810,000; Nor- 
folk & Western, £2,500,000; Northern Pa- 
_ cific, £7,435,000; Philadelphia & Reading; 
£1,185,000; Union Pacific, £6,695,000. In ad- 
dition the bond issues of some of the 
above companies have» suffered very 
‘verely, this being especially the case 
with Erie and Reading descriptions, 
which show up as follows: Erie, £3,- 
260,000; Philadelphia & Reading, £5,820,- 
000. ‘‘And here, too, unfortunately,”’ 
says the Economist, “investors cannot 
hope to recover their losses, although 
there is good reason, we think, to be- 
lieve that ‘bed-rock’ has at last been 
reached, and that any change which 
takes place will be for the better.”’

‘into the labors of others under, greater 


disadvantages. The community was 
hostile to them, and though Bishop 
Brooks received them with open arms, 
there was no friendly feeling toward 
them in the diocese. It was like mak- 
ing bricks without straw to secure a 
congregation, but step by step the new 
men were found out by the poor and 
by those who wished to be guided in 
the religious life, and in the space of 
two ‘years a congregation has been 
gathered at St. John’s, not of people of 
wealth or position, but mainly of the 
middle class, which bears witness by 
jis devout and earnest worship and by 
its reverent spirit that both men and 
women find it a help to come to- 
gether in Bowdoin street for a devout 
and spiritual service.. The present con- 


gregation is made up of specialists. It 


contains a large number of devout 
workers, people engaged in minister- 
ing to fallen women, nurses from the 
hospitals, temperance workers, and 
mostly those who are engaged in some 
good charitable work. The representa- 
tives of fashion, of wealth, and of social 
influence are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, but worship, the spirit of prayer, 
the desire to be renewed in body and 
soul are the prevailing thoughts in this 
company of Christian people. In differ- 
ent parts of the church may be seen 


the St. Margaret sisters, who - have 
charge of the Children’s. Hospital, and 
who ave other work to do in this city. 


No attempt is made to catch a popu- 
lar congregation, but the people who 
come to St. John’s do not go away un- 
fed. THe way of conducting the ser- 
vice is elaborate and ‘‘advanced,’’ but 
the people who come, most of whom 
are engaged in exhausting work, de- 
mand a strong and devotional worship 
for the. strengthening of their lives. 
One who drops into this church on a 
Sunday morning would say that the 
celebration of the holy communion was 
almost like the Roman mass. In fact, 
one who is not familiar with the wor- 
ship of both communions might say that 
there was no difference between, them, 
put on a careful examination he will 
find that in but few particulars is there 
any departure’ from the full develop- 
ment of the ritual of the Episcopal 
church. Incense is used, and there are 
often celebrations where the priest is 
the only communicant, but nothing is 
done which is not allowed in the Prayer 
Book, and these clergy are as loyal in 
their devotion to the church as anybody 
else. In the evening the congregation 
is more miscellaneous, and is made up 
of a poorer class of people for the most 
part, those who cannot go out in the 
daytime and are unable to make sub- 
stantial offerings of their own. The 
ministrations of St. John’s, through the 
Sunday school, and through these Sun- 
day services, is very largely the same 
kind of ministration which is carried on 
in the “institutional churches’’ at the 
South end, only it is in some respects 
work more difficult, more exacting and 
more trying. Perhaps there is no Prot- 
estant church in the city which is 
more thoroughly missionary in its 
character than this is, and it has won 
such favor and influence as is now 
gained chiefly because it has under- 
taken a work among the poor from 
which others have shrank because it 
was too difficult and too hopeless. The 
specialists among religious workers like 
St. John’s because its worship is in- 
tensely earnest and real. Every person 
in the congregation represents a living 
force, and the dead wood in a popular 
audience is not to be found. This is a 
compensation which is specially grati- 
fying to the mission clergy of the par- 
ish of St. John’s, and is their chief en- 
GAS cigs in severe and difficult 
labor. 


Today, when one enters the church, 
he sees a confessional in one corner, and 
it is no secret that the spiritual work 
which the clergy have to do with indi- 
vidual souls is largely effected through 


. the confessional. Great numbers of peo- 
ple,'of both é of all ag ae 


and 
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$150 a month, and this must be met, by 
outside contributions. No small anxiety 
would be taken from this devoted cler- 
gyman if the people who believe that 
he is doing a good and faithful work 
would generously assist him to carry 
on these schools. They have been ap- 
oe ara far and wide, and have been 
elt in the regeneration of the West 
end, but the strain of carrying them 
on without pledged support is greater 
than their founder ought to be compelled 
to carry. Fr. Field was impressed when 
he came to Boston with the uses to 
which the old West Church might be 
applied as a library for the West end, 
and one of the first things he did in his 
trade schools was to print a little paper 
for seven months, called The Reflector, 
through which he convinced Mayor 
Matthews that it was worth while to 
have the old West Church bought for 
the use of the young people of the West 
end. With his trade schools, which are 
capable of great enlargement, and with 
the West end library, it is possible to 
do great things for the improvement of 
the social and industrial life of young 
people in this part of the city. 


There are six fathers in the little 
wooden mission house numbered 44 on 
Temple street, that is entered through 
a little wooden gate. When the bell of 
the house is rung, a loud, brazen clan. 
is heard, and when the door is opene 
the visitor is ushered into a very plain 
sitting room, without carpet on the 
floor. In fact, the fathers live very 
plainly, and there are no. carpets 
throughout the house, only the plain 
board floor, and they live entirely on 
plain food. Two of the six fathers are 
from England, who have come over for 
the change, and there is one other help- 
ing who is going to join the order. 
Their habit admits them everywhere, 
and they give all they possibly can, but 
they take extreme care not to let their 
givings be known. Some of the items 
of their doings in. the neighborhood of 
St. Augustine are helping boys, finding 
places for servants, helping poor fami- 
lies by finding work for them, and there 
are no kinds of society in the city in 
which their work does not ramify. 
There are seven offices of prayer each 
day for these fathers, at different hours 
—6:30, 9, 12, 3, 5, 6:30 and 9:30, beside the 
religious services of the church at 9 A. 
M. and 5 P. M., beginning with the cel- 
ebration of the holy communion every 
day at 7. Then there are special times 
for hearing confessions, on Saturdays 
and all days before festivals. 

It is Fr. Field’s ambition to have a 
summer singing school at the West end 
during the summer months, in which 
the theory of music can be taught to 
children when the schools are closed. 
It is strange how a man of such aesthet- 
ic taste can put himself into harmony 
with the poorest surroundings of some 
of the poorest parts of Boston. Bright- 
ness has been brought into many a 
home on the side of Beacon Hill by a 
kind of sacred joyfulness which shows 
itself in all the work connected with St. 
Augustine’s mission work. The fair 
and Easter carolling to be held at the 
Brunswick Easter week will go largely 
toward the support of this. 


The work of Fr. Longridge in St. 
John’s is that of the superior of his or- 
der in this country. It is partly admin- 
istrative, partly pastoral, t the more 
active ministrations are in the hands of 
Fr. Convers and Fr. Field. To Fr. Con- 
vers is due much of the success which 
has been gained in gathering an audi- 
ence at St. John’s, but his work is also 
that of holding missions and conductin.

Her 
very first public appearance was made 
at a Monday ‘‘Pop’’ at St. James’ Hall, 
London, in February, 1891, where she was 
so well received that her friends at once 
anticipataed a great future for her, 
Speaking of that Miss Brema said: “Of 
course I supposed that at once offers of 
concert engagements would flow into me. 
But they didn’t. Then I concluded that 
I had better act. I had felt in my heart 
that I could act. I loved it. So I went 
to Henry Arthur Jones. You know him, 
the author of ‘The Middleman’ and ‘Ju- 
dah.’ I asked him to hear me recite, 
He didn’t want to. He said: ‘It is no 
use for me to hear you recite. Hvery 
one thinks she can recite. You had bet- 
ter go home.’ But I was determined. 
‘It will only take but a few minutes, 
now that I am here,’ I said, so just to 


get rid of me he said, with a sigh: ‘Very 
well, recite then.’ And I did. I recited 
‘Tired Mother’ and Browning’s ‘Count 


Gismonde,’ and it was my first reciting. 
When I was done, he simply opened his 
date book and said: ‘Look, there are 
my open dates. Choose your own time 
and your own play, and will furnish the 
company for your debut. So I chose to 
play ‘Adrienne Lecouvreur,’ and I made 
my debut. as an actress at Oxford in 
June of 1891, supported by his company 
that had been touring the provinces in 
‘Judah.’ 

“Oddly enough, no sooner was that 
success made than offers for concert en- 
gagements began to pour in on me. 
Every one thought that I ought to 
make use of my voice, so when Lago, 
who gives a season of opera in London 
every year, was preparing for his sea- 
son at the Shaftesbury he offered me 
Orpheus, Azucena and Lola in Mas- 
cagni’s ‘Cavalleria Rusticana,’ which 
was then being prepared for its first 
production in London. I chose only the 
little part of Lola, for I thought: ‘IT 
cannot go far wrong in that.’ I did not 
anticipate making ‘tthe great success 
that the part had. It is only a little 
part, but it’s a good little part.’’ 

As a matter of history, it is interest- 
ing to note that this operatic debut of 
Miss Brema took place in London Oct. 
19, 1891, and that the cast included Sig. 
F. Vignas, who made a great hit as 
Turridu; Sig. Brombara, who played 
Alfio; Mlle. Adelaide Musiani, who was 
the Santuzza, and Miss Grace Damien, 
who played Lucia, Turridu’s mother, 
Sig. Lago’s intention to produce many 
operas that fall was interfered with by 
the great success of “Cavalleria,” 
Indeed, it

induced to stay an 
appearances in the part—three in all. 
She also gave a song recital, her pro- 
gramme consisting of 20 songs, ancient 
and modern, ‘‘and,’’ said the singer in 
reply to a question about her success, 
“they seemed to like each song better 
than the one before it, and at the end 
they could not tell which they liked 
pest, so excited did they get. I have 
never appeared before such apprecia- 
tive and responsive audiences any- 


where.” 


On her return to England she was en- 
gaged to appear in “Ising Sol,’? which, 
under Richter, had been so successful at 
Birmingham, and which was to be re- 
peated at Albert Hall, but illness pre- 
vented her keeping the engagement. She 
fella victim to the prevalent distemper, 
the influenza, with which half the artists 
in London were stricken this spring, and 
for a time she was absolutely prostrat- 
ed. ‘‘Indeed,” she said, “I do not re- 
member how I got off for America, In 
my ambition to prepare properly for my 
work I had ieft all my minor details to 
pe attended to on my return to England, 
and up to the very day-that I sailed I 
was too ill to ¢ven tell my maid what to 
pack. She had to do the best she could. 
But the sea voyage set me up at once. 
I was like a new woman before I had 
been out four days. I am a good sailor, 
and before.we reached New York—tI 
came on'the Majestic—I was able to 
take part in the usual concerts for the 
Seaman’s Home, and Ihave fot been ill 
a day since I arrived. 


“How do I like America? Oh, very, 
very much. This is my very first visit, 
and although my mother was an Ameri- 
can I knew very little about it. Every 
one has been very kind to me. I have 
been well received and well treated by 
the press and public. What more can 
an artist ask? I am not quite sure that 
I should like to live here. There is one 
serious drawback—your streets are all 
so noisy. I suppose one can get used to 
it, but so far it is most confusing to me. 
But the country is lovely, and the people 
charming. 

“How do I like the part in which my 
debut is made? Bragaena? Well, it is 
rather a thankless. part and you may 
not believe it, but one of the hardest I 
ever learned. It took me longer to 
learn it than it did to learn Ortrude. [I 
conquered that in 23 days. The trouble 
with Bragaena is that she is quite a 
secondary part, and in a Wagner opera 
such a role is harder to keep track of 
than a longer and more prominent one. 
If you have most of the opera yourself 
you are all right, but if you have pas- 
sages absolutely detached, to sing at 
long intervals, it is not so easy. You 
eannot keep easily the thread of the 
music or the feeling. Still, I always end 
by liking any part I sing. 

“Yes I like singing in German opera 
very much, and trying and aeacung. as 
it unquestionably is for the voice, I do 
not look on it as a sacrifice. I suppose 
that is because acting is so near to my 
heart. I have cared to sing very few 
Italian opera roles, that is, compara- 
tively few. Orpheus I loved, and I have 
always wanted to sing ‘“‘Carmen.”’ The 
music lies quite within my voice, and I 
feel that I could act the part. But, of 
course, while I have studied it, I have 
never studied it with any idea of really 
doing it, and it is not until I am study- 
ing a part with a definite sense that at 


a fixed time I am to sing it that I real-’ 


ly conquer it.” 


Miss Brema sings three times in suc- 
eession this week, a most trying thing 
for.a singer, and something they rarély 
do. But it was convenient to the man- 
agement, and as she had business she 
wished to attend to in New York, she 
was not averse to taking the opportunity 
to go over there, which three consecu- 
tive per! the first of he week 
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
